With the American Army in France, 
August 30.—(By the Associated Press.) 
While the French troops on the right 
and left of the Americans on the 
front north of Soissons struggted for- 
ward today, the Americans sent thou- 
sands of rounds of high explosive shells 
and shrapnel into the German post. 
tions. They made little effort to ad- 
vance their line. Late this afternoon 
some progress was made by the Amevi- 
cans in the region of Juvigny. 

Although the day was not marked by 
any spectacular advance, there was far 
from a lull in the activities on the 
American front. 

Since the Americans appeared on 
Wednesday the Germans have display- 
ed stubbornness and skill. They have 
good positions and are defending them 
in a manner which would suggest that 
they might even attempt a serious 
counter attack. The positions of the 
Americans are, perhaps, not so good, 
and the contest seems to have nar- 
rowed down to one of comparative mer- 
its of officers and men of the two 
organizations. 


Germans Show Signs of Weakening. 

Before the day was over the Ger- 
mans had begun to show signs of 
weakening and observers’ reported 
troop movements which appeared to 
indicate a regrouping and perhaps re- 
tirement. 

The orders to the Americans were 
to maintain a harassing fire through- 
out the day and even’the minor attack 
of one flank was decided upon only 
after the advance made by the French 
indicated its advisability. 

Over the field the American infantry 
remained in the positions they had 
held last night. Dug in behind almost 
every little rise on the plateau and on 
the hillside, they awaited the order to 
attack. Closer to the German posi- 
tions scores of shell holes sheltered

More than 300 manufacturing plants 
in the Atlanta district using over 25 
horsepower daily from the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, and not 
engaged in the production of absolute 
war necessities will be denied power 
after Wednesday, September 4. 

Not only will these plants be forced 
to shut down, or make some arrange- 
but even 
many plants placed on the preferential 
list by the priorities board of the gov- 
ernment will also be curtailed in the 
use of power for the reason that on ac- 
count of the most extensive drought in 
the history of the company there is not) 
sufficient water to produce even this 
much power. 

About 100 plants in the city of At- 
lanta will be affected, and the losses 
to manufacturers and to labor will 


amount to thousands of dollars. 
Did Not Realize Sit 
When the power compangpeannounced 
some days ago that WitHam Rawson 
Collier, sales manager, had conferred 


ton and had received instructions as

152,000 Kilowatt Hours Left. 

After supplying municipal lighting, 
street railways and waterwork plants, 
the company submitted to the priorities 
board that it had remaining just 152,- 
000 kilowatt hours per day. 

The priorities board states that this 
is not sufficient power to supply the 
plants which have government’ con- 
tracts, but that it may be enough for 
those which are 100 per cent essential 

The company was instructed to work 
in conjunction with the state and local 
fuel and foods boards so that all plants 
which could use coal be furnished with 
that fuel at once. One of the plants 
which was ordered to go on coal fuel 
was the Rome Railway and Light com- 
pany, and the hydro-electric power be- 
ing furnished this company is to be 
turned over to the Anchor Duck mills. 

Small corn mills will also be given 
power as long as possible, but even 
these will be allowed to run only part 
of the time. 

In the case of the Bibb Manufactur- 
ing company, the decision of the court 
on Thursday was to furnish this com- 
pany with power for one of the plants, 
but in its order the priorities board 
intimates that government contracts 
may be withdrawn from this company 
unless it can view the situation in the 
light of conserving what power is left 


to 100 per cent war industries. 

Ne Immediate Relief. 
Officials of the power company see 
no immediate relief from the water 
famine even if generous rains come 
now. The present drought is an ex- 
tension of the drought of last year, 
and came when the water was already 
low.

20 YEARS IN PRISON 
FORT. W. W. LEADERS 


Fine of $20,000 Each Also 
Imposed--Subordinates Get 
Five Years and Fine of 
$5,000 Each. 


Chicago, August 30-—wWilliam  D. 
Haywood, “uncrowned king” of the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World, and 14 
of his chief aides in the conspiracy to 
overturn the American war program, 
were sentenced to 20 years in the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kan., 
by Federal Judge K. M. Landis here 
late today. 

Ten-year sentences wer@imposed upon 
33 of the organization’s leaders, five- 
year sentences on 33, one-year and one 
day on 12 defendants and 10-day sen- 
tences on two others. Cases against 
Benjamin Schraeger, Chicago writer, 
and Pietro Nigra, Spring Valley, [IIl., 
were continued. \ 

All sentences on the four counts in 
the indictment will run concurrently. 
Fines ranging from $20,000 on Haywood

Landis Reviews Case.

But when war has 
been declared that right ceases forth-

With the British Armies in France, 
August 30.—(By’the Associated Press.) 
Biaches, on the south bank of the 
Somme and about a mile from Pe- 
ronne, has been captured by Field 
British troops

southeast. , 

‘British troops this morning pushed 
forward in an easterly direction from 
Bapaume. 

The British have made further ad- 
vances to the north of Lens. At one 
place they pushed forward for @ dis- 
tance of a thousand yards.

British pa- 
trols, however, actually have reached 
Le Transloy, directly on the road, and 
it is reported that Le Transloy has 
fallen ond that a fierce battle within 
a battle is raging almost along the 
whole length of the road. 

Fighting Hand-te-Hand. 

Hard fighting is going on_around 
Beaulencourt, which is’ astride the 
road between Le Transloy and  Ba- 
paume. The Germans hold the major 
portion of this village for the moment, 
but they seem destined to be thrown 
out from it. A bitter struggle also is 
in progress at Morval, southwest of Le 
Transloy. The fighting appears’ to 
have reached a hand-to-hand character, 
and the Germans are said to have 
suffered from the British bayonets. 
Other towns in this immediate neigh- 
borhood fell this morning or Guring 
last night. 

From this locality the line of battle 
swings wide around Bapaume, and there 
has been more heavy fighting here. 
Bancourt, east of Bapaume, fell after 
being stormed. 

Astride the road to Cambrai from 
Peronne the British crashed into the 
Germans and smothered their resist- 
ance, sometimes again at the point of 
the bayonet. Fremicourt seems _ to 
have been taken and the British have

As for days past, the British bar-

barren even of grass by years of war. 
Rarely have the Germans had the pro- 
tection of dugouts. Even when they

much time to offer fight, even if they 
really desired to. 

The casualties inflicted by the 
British shells have been larger, perhaps, 
than ever before, because the gunners, 
advancing closely behind the infantry, 
have had many opportunities on this 
terrain, which alternately is slightliv 
rolling and flat, to lay on their weapons 
with onen sights and pour a rapi? fire 
of steel into the boches. The artillery 
has materiallv helped to increase the 
number of prisoners by throwing com- 
pletely out of gear all the enemy ra- 
tioning arrangements. The emptier a 
German stomech, the more docile is 
its owner.

German Counter Attacks Fail. 

From here northward across the Ar- 

ras-Cambrai road and along the River 
Scarpe the British are pushing forward, 
gaining more ground, straightening 
their line and drawing generally closer 
to the Drocourt-Queant defenses of the 
enemy.

Strong Defenses Stormed, 


North of Bapaume the most important 
captures: have been made. The strong 
defenses which had been erected by 
the Germans at Bullecourt, Hendecourt 
les Cagnicourt and Riencourt les Cag- 
nicourt have been stormed and cap- 
tured. . 

At Riencourt, especially, were 
defenses strong and the town sits atop 
high ground which in itself forms a 
natural defensive position. It had been 
thought that the Germans would hold 
onto this place desperately and they did 
for the first part of the attack. 

Under the terrific British fire, how- 
ever, the enemy broke as Haig’s men 
stormed the place and it now is firmly 
in British hands. Here the British are 
within a few hundred yards of the 
famous Drocourt-Queant line, which 
probably is one of the strongest posi- 
tions the enemy has ever erected on 
the western front. 

The Drocourt-Queant defenses con- 
sist of five lines of trenches, many ma- 
chine guns and immense antities of 
wire and the ground is honeycombed 
with deep dugouts to offer shelter from 
bombardment. \ 

It is along this line, perhaps, that 
one of the most bitter struggles of th 
war may soon take place. | 

The British attacked the Germans (at 


dawn today north of Ecoust-St. Meir 


and south of Bullecourt and this re- 
gion also seems to have been cleared 
of the enemy. The Germans continue 
to bring up new troops in this locality. 
Another new Prussian division has been 
identified in the fighting during the 
night. This division was one which 
the Americans had smashed to pieces at 
Chateau Thierry and since has been re- 
fitting and filling great gaps in the 
ranks somewhere in the rear. 


Many Prisoners and Guns. 


In the operations of last night and 
this morning the British again have 
captured a number of prisoners and 
guns. Among the cannon isa fifteen- 
centimeter gun captured in front of 
Maurepas. A complete field battery 
was taken southeast of Bapaume. 

In the Lys salient, where fires are 
burning at many places, indicating the 
withdrawal of the Germans, the lines 
of the British have been advanced to 
the east of Robermetz and north of 
Weuf-Berquin. 

Reports of Germans refusing to fight 
continue to be secured. Reliable Ger- 
man information says: 

“On August 28 it was learned that 
the fifth company of the 22d reserve 


infantry regiment refused to go for= 


ward to relieve the fourth ec 
which had suffered heavy yi erg 
had only gone out of line itself four 
days previously. 

“The men refused for two hours,

PERSHING. 


General J. J. Pershing, commander of the 
American expeditionary forces, occupies a 
position that is unique in the military his- 
tory of this republic. 

In the first place, his is the first Amert- 
can military command that ever set foot 
upon the continent of Europe or that ever 
waged war in the eastern hemisphere. 

Furthermore, no other American general 
ever held immediate command over an army 
of such vast proportions—and Pershing’s 
forces are being increased numerically at 
the rate of more than 200,000 a month. In 
fact, our present army in France is only an 
advance guard in comparison with what it 


is to be a year hence! 


Theas far, after more than a year of ex- 
perience in his exalted and exacting post 
abroad, General Pershing has made a rec- 
ord that stands free from blemish, and not 
even a single word of criticism has been 
lodged against him. 


Indeed, Pershing’s masterly performances 
in France and the high regard in which he 
is held, not only by his own countrymen, 
but universally by his military associates 
and the peoples generally of our co-belliger- 
ent nations, tend, at least, to justify the high 
appreciation paid him recently by E. C. 
Adams, who has just been elected com- 
mander-in-chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. 


Commander Adams knows Pershing well, 
their acquaintance dating from the time 
when both were members of the staff of the 
governor of Nebraska at the time of the 
Indian uprising at the Pine Ridge agency, 
in 1893. For years they have been upon 
terms of intimate friendship, and at the 52d 
annual encampment of the G. A. R., which 
closed a few days ago at Portland, Ore., 
and at which Mr. Adams was chosen head of 
the organization, the commander paid this 
glowing tribute to his distinguished friend 
and fellow veteran: | 

“I regard General Pershing as sound 
and reliable in judgment and as deter- 
mined to put his conclusicms into exe- 
cution as a Grant ora Thomas. He is as 
tactical in military skill and army 
maneuvers as a Sherman, a Lee, a Stone- 
wall Jackson or a Meade. He is ag in- 
trepidly brave as a Sheridan, a Pickett, 

a Logan or a Custer, and he is as superb 

a soldier and a gentleman as a Hancock 

or a Gordon.” 

The names employed by Commander 
Adams, all of soldiers who distinguished 
themselves during the civil war, are names 
of men who stand out in history as repre 
senting the highest type of military genius 
this country has ever produced, but as be- 
ing among the greatest soldiers of any 
country or of any time. 


It is a thing of which every American 
should feel proud, that General “Black Jack” 
Pershing is, in so far as he has had oppor- 
tunity to do so, fully measuring up to the 
standard set by the great military leaders 
of yesterday.

Georgia’s Congressmen 


| Opposed 18-Year Age Limit. 


The Associated Press news reports the 

other day carried the sestory that the new 
draft bill, extending the age limit from 18 
to 45 years, had been passed by the lower 
house of congress with only two dissenting 
votes. That story was true; but the Asso- 
ciated Press did not carry—and it would be 
unusual to do so—the votes of the various 
members during the battle on the floor, 
when the bill was being considered by the 
committee of the whole house on the state 
of the republic * 
. It must be understood that the question 
of accepting the committee report, with or 
withouts amendments, and the question of 
placing the bill on its passage, has to be 
fought out with the members of the house 
resolved into a committee of the whole, with 
a chairman from the membership, selected 
by the speaker. 

In the whole house committee 
ation of this bill I am reliably informed 
that the Georgia delegation voted solidly 
every time against reducing the ages of boys 
subject to conscription to 18 years; and as 
a matter of fact to any age below 21 years. 

Several of the members who were in their 
districts in the interest of their campaigns 
hurried back to Washington to oppose this 
reduction in the age limit. Congressman 
Brand, of the eighth, was one of those who 
returned to the capitol for that purpose. 

After the committee of the whole house 
had threshed the matter out to a finish and 
decided to recommend for passage, without 
amendment, the original bill, fixing 18 to 45, 
then on its passage by the house the dele- 
gation voted to sustain the committee recom- 
mendation—that is, for the bill. 

Unless one understands parliamentary 
practices in enacting such measures, a re- 
corded house vote is sometimes misleading 
as to the position taken by a member, or by 
a delegation of members, where they vote 
with accord, as the Georgia congressmen 
did in this instance. |

And Comptroller Wright looks as young 
today, and no doubt feels younger, than 
many men who were in their swaddling 
clothes in the stirring days when he fought 
and fell on the fields of Virginia. 

Here’s hoping that he may have many 
more anniversaries of this eventful day dur- 
ing the first years of the civil war.

Once upon a time I was the whist part- 
ner of Senator Berry, of Arkansas; and at 
the senator’s right was David B. Henderson, 
of Iowa, then speaker of the house of 
representatives. 

We were playing in the senator’s rooms 
in the Metropolitan hotel, Washingtoh, whist 
being his nightly diversion. 

It will be recalled that Senator Berry and 
Speaker Henderson, both veterans of the 
sixties on opposing sides, had each lost a 
leg in the war. Senator Berry, the confed- 
erate, used crutches until his death; Speaker 
Henderson employed an artificial limb, and 
it was difficult to tell that he had been

He began to felicitate the old veterans, 
with his usual eloquence, on their close 
comradeship, having been officers of the 
same rank in opposing battles nearly forty 
years before. 

“When did you lose your leg, 
son?” addressing the Iowan. 

“In the second battle of Manassas, at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon of August 28, 1862, 
sir,” triumphantly replied the old war horse 
of the northwest. | 

“That settles it,” shouted Senator Berry, 
as he jumped from his chair. “I lost my 
leg in that same battle on the same day and 
hour; I had my eye on the d—d yank that 
shot me, and let him have a ball from my old 
Nancy in the same spot—and you are that 
yank.” . 

Everybody laughed. Ice water was pass- 
ed around, and the game was resumed. 

It was true, They had both been simi- 
larly wounded in the same battle on the 
same day and hour. a

five nights every week they could be found 
at the whist table together, but never as 
partners. : 

Though the closest of friends, they waged 
opposing battles to the end.

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Post-operative pneumonia was the subject 
under discussion. This simply means pneu- 
monia developing after an operation. Doc- 
tors from all over the country were dis- 
cussing it. They certainly sprang some 
startling ideas, a hodge-podge of science and 
fishwife lore all mixed together. It was in- 
teresting and instructive. 

The New York doctor cited 97 cases of 
post-operative pneumonia among 3,719 post- 
operative patients. Cause, Type IV. Pneum- 
coccus, a variety of pneumonia germ that has 
been found to be fatal only rarely, and that 
usually occurs in the mouth of otherwise 
healthy persons. Yet the doctor said it was 
important to guard the patient frum catch- 
ing cold after the operation, however that 
may be done. 

The Denver doctor emphasized the impor- 
tance of skilled anesthetists, since unskilled 
anesthetists certainly increase the patient's 
chance of°infection by reducing his resist- 
ance—so that surgeons should see tw it that 
only anesthetists with medical education and 
training serve. This is probably a well mer- 
ited rebuke for surgeons who leave this im- 
portant duty to nurses. At least that is 
the way I take it. 

The Toledo doctor stepped back into the 
nineteenth century and insisted that an cper- 
ating-room temperature lower than 80 de- 
grees invites trouble. And then, with beau- 
tiful logic, he added that patients must be 
protected from methods of anesthesia which 
produce profuse sweating, as in that condi- 
tion exposure induced skin shock and re- 
sulted in pneumonia. 

The Lcwuisville doctor brought the discus- 
sion back to 1920 by remarking that all 
anesthetic apparatus should be thoroughly 
cleaned before being used on another pa- 
tient, especially when in the previous case 
mucus secretion has been profuse. Louisville 
must be a fairly safe place to live. 

The Montreal doctor exploded some shrap- 
nel, He referred to conditions in casualty 
clearing stations in Europe. He said that 
surgeons and anesthetists often had to work 
with sweaters on to keep warm, and that it 
was very difficult to have warm blankets 
and warmed beds for the patients, and there 
were nv facilities for raising the tempera- 
ture of the operating theater in most cases. 
Add to these the rain and mud, and post- 
operative pneumonia should loom large, but 
as a matter of fact it is extremely rare, 
though mucus secretion is the rule with 
anesthesia there, 

Then the Philadelphia doctor brought a 
blush of shame to the “catching cold” and 
“exposure” enthusiasts by observing in a 
quiet Philadelphia way that oral. prophylaxis. 
—which means careful cleansing of the 
mouth—is absolutely necessary for safe an- 
esthesia and safe surgery. 

Philadelphia must be a healthful winter 
resort for surgical patients, but I’d hate to

T0 ThE 320TH REGIMENT:

Reports of good rains in the southwest 
led to rather heavy realizing or liquida- 
tion during the earlier part of the 
week, but according to the weekly re- 
port of the weather bureau they were 
too late to materialy benefit the crop, 
and prices readily recovered. October 
contracts, which had sold off from 
84,90, the high level of the previous 
week, to 32.60, advanced to 86.70, or 
more than 13 cents per pound above the 
low records of last spring... All the pri- 
vate reports published indicated a sen- 
sationa] deterioration in crop prospects 
for the month, and the expectation of 
an equally bullish report from the 
department of agriculture on next 
Tuesday morning, was ata the 
chief factor on the advance. yond 
that buying was encouraged by the 
‘eontinued favorable character of the 
War news, the more hopeful view of ex- 
port procpects and the continued fail- 
ure of hedge selling to develop any- 
thing like important proportions. Ac- 
narding to mailadvices from Liverpool, 
the British shipping board found it 
possible to increase the August allot- 
ment by 50,000 bales, and the president 
of the board of trade has intimated to/| 
Lancashire spinners that more generous 
shipments of cotton can be expected 
from this country from now on. For- 
eign interests have been reported buy- 
ers in the south, particularly Japanese 
firms in the southwest, while reports 
concerning the attitude of domestic 
epinners ave been conflicting. To- 
ward the close of the week hedge sell- 
ing was a little more in evidence 
around the ring, and increased_ spot 
sales were noted itn the Texas 
markets at the 35-cent level, but there 
was also buying for trade account in 
futures on the reactions.

REGENT DULLNESS 


French Exchange Advances 
to New High Level—Ap- 
proaching Holiday Has Its 
Effect. 


a 


New York, August $0.—Anticipating 
the approaching holiday and having in 
mind yesterday’s unexpected reproof 
regarding excessive speculation from 
the chairman of the local money pool, 
today’s stock market lapsed into its 
recent dullness, dealings being con- 
centrated in less than half a score of 
issues. A few leaders, notably United 
States Steel and Canadian Pacific both

The most interesting developments of 
the session in its significant relation to 
the encouraging war news was an- 
other advance in French exchange to 
the highest level of the past three 
years. :

Specialties were irregular, within 
relatively narrow bounds, General Mo- 
tors reaching two points, while Su- 
matra Tobacco gained a large fraction.
